Johnson requested an imme- 


diate return to work at all ports 
where agreements have been 
reached and early settlement at 
the others. About 60,000 work- 
men are involved in the dispute 
which Secretary of Labor Wil- 
lard Wirtz estimates is costing 
the nation's economy S60 mil- 
lion to $70 million daily. 


A Labor Department spokes- 


man told newsmen in New York 
that the AFL-CIO International 
Longshoremen's 
Association 


will make no decision on the 
presidential request until it is 
certain of acceptance of con- 
tract terms by locals in Balti- 
more and Philadelphia.

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Some Federal 
Budget Fictions 


The $100-biliion ceiling is one 'of the many 


ritualistic fictions which' surround the federal 
budget. As a result, these highly touted docu- 
ments bear faint resemblance to any realistic 
statement of what government takes in and 
spends. For example, the $99.7 billion proposal 
outlined by President Johnson is what is called 
the "administrative" budget. 


But the federal budget actually spends 


nearly 30 per cent more than that, largely be- 
cause various projects have their own built-in 
financing. Tha separation of these items from 
the administrative budget is part of the fiction 
under which federal fiscal operations are man- 
aged. But this money, too, comes out of tax- 
payers' pockets, paychecks, and bank accounts. 


Nevertheless, except for the propaganda 


value of these practices, the important aspect 
of budgeting is the nature of the balance 
achieved between income and outgo. The ad- 
ministrative budget envisions a deficit of well 
over $5 billion, the sixth one in a row. The 
budget has been in the black only five times 
sipce 1930. 


The budget deficit is looked upon as a 


device to stimulate the economy, a kind of eco- 
nomic vitamin pill gulped when the business 
cycle looks a bit peaked. But the business cycle 
is healthy and growing, a fact which is hardly 
concealed by another fiction which federal 
budgeteers have invented — that we may be pros- 
perous, but the economy is not operating at 100 
per cent capacity. 


It never does, and it could not operate at 


_100 per cent efficiency anywhere except In 
theory. That is the nature of fallible human 
enterprises. Under the 100 per cent theory, 
deficits would be eternal.

Can Tne UN Be Reformed? 


There's plenty of dissatisfaction being voiced these 


days in the corridors of the UN. And, with the likes 
of Burundi (pop: 2,600,000), Rwanda (pop: 2,665,000), 
Zambia (pop: 3,500,000 and Mali (pop: 4,305,000) able 


Mo outvote the 192,000,000 citizens of the United States 
^>y a margin oE four to one in the General Assembly, 


there are all sorts of suggestions for the same sort of 
legislative reapportionment shuffle in the UN that the 
Supreme Court has forced on the separate American 
states. 


Alas and alack, there seems ""to be no way of 


applying the "one man, one vote" shibboleth to the 
nations that are represented in the UN. The eleven- 
member Security Council is dominated by the great 
nations, and would still be "weighted" in their favor 
if the idea of expanding it to fifteen nations is 
accepted. But since Security Council decisions can 
be vetoed by a single objection from one of the five 
permanent members, this body has, in reality, no 
.more actual power than the old Polish parliament, 
In which one dissenting noble could stop the works. 
•To turn the UN into a real power, thu veto would • 
have to be abolished. 
But this is obviously a 


Utopian hope: neither Russia nor the United States 
would agree to it. 


; As for reforming the General Assembly to give 


extra "weight" to nations with big populations or high 
capital investment and sizable gross national products, 
this is both a mathematical and psychological poser. It 
is annoying, of course, when a handful :of new states 
that have been depending on western largesse threaten 
to tell the United States to take its dirty paws off 
Puerto Rico (which already has the government it 
wants), but if voting in the General Assembly were to 
be weighted in accordance with population it would not 
necessarily be an improvement so far as any western 
country is concerned. A combination of Malta, Gabon 
and Nepal could theoretically stymie the United States, 
the United Kingdom and France in the General As- 
sembly, which is hardly 
democratic as the U.S. 


Supreme Court defines the word. But if the vote were 
to go by populations, the teeming East could outvote 
the West anyway. 


Assuming that Red China will, someday, crash her 


way into the UN, the nations of Asia would sweep 
everything before them if represented on a population 
basis. Red China herself has an estimated 800,000,000 
people, which is four times the population of the U.S. 
Currently there are 1,800,000,000 people in Asia, which 
is more than there are in all the rest of the world 
put together. 
Consider what a walloping they could 


give to practically everybody else if the Chinese, the 
Indians and the Indonesians wer ? to collaborate on 
policy in seme revamped UN organization of the future. 


So what reality does the current UN anteroom and 


corridor talk about "reapportionment" and "weighted 
voting" have? There "is a new permanent United 
Nations Conference on Trade and Development whose 
55-member board includes most of the richest nations, 
which should mean that power and responsibility in 
deciding economic matters are more or less mated. 
And there is talk of setting up conciliation committees 
to see to it that the "have-nots" get something of what 
they need without robbing a few western 4ations blind. 
But if voting in the General Assembly were to go by 
weight of wealth, every little weedpalch in Africa would 
be quite justified in raising the cry of "government by 
plutocracy." 


It's bad to be outvoted by Burundi, Rwanda, 
Q Zambia and Mali, which have a combined popu- 


• tatkm Just about equal to that of the Greater New 


York area. But Burundi, Rwanda, Zambia and Malt 
would never consent to combined rule by "Wall 
Street" and the Bamk of England. So where do we 
K« from here if we 9«ek to change the nature *f 
the UN? 


This columnist can't see us going anywhere except 


to some quite unimportant modification of the status 
quo unless we are to seek an international organization 
outside of the UN. As a believer in freedom, I have 
always been doubtful of the idea of setting up a fed- 
eral union of the western democracies as long as 
France and Italy have huge and menacing Communist 
parties. But if the power of the way-out coliectivisl 
Left were to shrink in the Latin countries, the idea of 
western federation propounded by Clarsnce Streit would 
begin to have its appeal. Let Mr. Sireit get rid of 
the power of Communism in Italy and France and he 
could have me.

Will Import Investment Curbs Be Needed? 


WASHINGTON - How long will 


the business boom last? 
While 


President Johnson, in his latest 
economic 
report 
to Congress, 


points to certain weaknesses, he 
nevertheless believes that these 
can be overcome and that pros- 
perity will continue for a long 
time. 


But 
an 
examination 
of 
the 


President's words reveals that he 
is relying on unions to keep wages 
from rising too rapidly and on 
business not to increase prices 
too sharply. Mr. Johnson notes the 
upward trend in the economy, and 
then warns: 


"But high levels of employment, 


production, and purchasing power 
cannot rest on a sound base if 
we are plagued by slow growth, 
inflation/or a lack of confidence 
in the dollar." 


Mr. Johnson stresses the need 


for "price stability," and adds: 


"Federal budgetary and mone- 


tary policies must not permit a 
generalized excess of demand 
over supply to pull up prices. 
But, equally, private price and 
wage decisions must not push up 
costs and price's. I count on the 
sense of public responsibility of 
our labor leaders and our indus- 
trial leaders to do their full part 
to protect and extend our price 
stability." 


Unfortunately, 
however, these 


are exhortations which are. being 
disregarded at the present time, 
because in industry after industry 
wage levels are going up, and 
there are also threats of price 
increases on a "selective" basis. 
This instability inevitably moves 
the economy toward inflation. 


While the President outlined in 


detail what ought to be done, the 
administration is not applying 
pressure on the labor unions, 
though it is publicly giving in- 
timations to business that price 
increases must be avoided.

WASHINGTON IS PIG—Up until 


8 relatively few years ago, first- 
time visitors to Washington were 
impressed by the small-southern- 
town air that they found. There 
were little outward manifestations 
of Washington being the "Capital 
of .the World." 


It seems those days are gone 


forever. Metropolitan Washington 
now has 2.3 million inhabitants. It 
is expected to grow by another 
million in the next 15 years. But 
hopefully, this growth will not be 
characterized by the ex-urban 
sprawl that has marked Washing- 
ton's growth thus far. 


Fully half of the expected mil- 


lion increase in population will be 
situated 
in entirely 
new 
self- 


contained communities to be built 


along expressways near the 
Capital. 


One of these satellite cities is 


well under way in nearby Vir- 
ginia. Two are moving beyond the 
drawing board stage in locations

Pemphigus is a serious skin di- 


sease that is difficult to under- 
stand and treat. Some forms are 
fatal. For no apparent reason, 
blisters form in crops on perfect- 
ly normal skin.

This does not 
work in pemphigus and the upper 
layer is easily peeled away from 
the surface. Large pieces of skin 
can be pulled off by pinching with 
the thumb and index finger. 


The corticosteroids changed the 


outlook of this disease. They are 
used indefinitely by many vict- 
ims. The signs of the disease may 
disappear for so long a period, 
cure is considered. The antibiot- 
ics are needed when the lesions 
become infected. 


Sprays containing an anesthetic 


solution (2 per cent procaine hy- 
drochloride) or steroids help re- 
lieve the pain of open or raw 
lesions. Several gargles are avail- 
able to relieve mouth distress. 
Baths are recommended to soften 
and remove the crusts so oint- 
ments can be applied. Hexachlor- 
ophene frequently is added to the 
water. In many instances, bath- 
ing minimizes the odor originating 
in the lesion.

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Psychotoxic Drugs

WASHINGTON — Truck drivers 


wbo take "bennies".to pep up for 
long hauls, campus intellectuals 
who swallow the essence of sacred 
mushrooms to get a vision of 
heaven, school children who trarte 
(heir lunch money for a "kick-pill" 
that makes them drowsy in class 
— along with all the others who 
insist on taking more sleeping pills 
or tranquilizers than their doctors 
will prescribe — may find their 
illicit sources of drug supply dry- 
ing up if an administration-backed 
bill gets through the new Congress. 


An identical measure, giving the 


Food 
and 
Drug 
administration 


more power to control the distri- 
bution of psychotoxic drugs, pass- 
ed the Senate last August but did 
not come up in the House before 
adjournment. The sponsors, Son. 
Thomas J. Dodd ID Conn.) and 
Rep. James J. Delaney (D N. Y.I, 
reintroduccd the bill in Jhe 89th 
Congress and are determined to 
push it through at this session. 


The term "psychotoxic" is ap- 


plied to drugs which, while not 
strictly 
narcotics, 
nevertheless 


affect the mental outlook of the 
user. The Dodd-Delaney bill de- 
fines psychotoxic drugs as those 
"affecting . . . consciousness, the 
ability to think, critical judgment, 
motivation, psychomotor coordi- 
nation, or sensory perception, and 
having a potential for abuse when 
used without medical supervision." 
The definition was worded specif- 
ically to cover barbiturates 'sed- 
atives), 
amphetamines 
< stimu- 


lants), tranquili/.ers, and a group 
usually referred to as hallucino- 
gens — dnigs which have strange 
effects on the mind and senses, 
including inducement of visions. 


Evidence is mounting that a 


black market in these drugs, which 
are legally available only on pre- 
scription 'or. in the case of hal- 
lucinogens, only to approved sci- 
entific researchers) 
is growing. 


According to the Food and Drug 
Administration, "the volume of 
psychotoxic dvugs sold illegally 
equals, and might actually ex- 
ceed, the amounts sold legally in 
the nation's drug stores." Sharp 
upturns in arrests for illicit traf- 
fic in the drugs have been re- 
ported, especially in big cities. 


Use of "bennies" by truck dri- 


vers and college students is an 
old story: the stimulants are tak- 
en to tide them over trying periods 
when they need to lx> especially 
alert. The newer development is 
(he taking of pills for kicks. 


Teen-agers 
and young adults 


who would be horrified by the 
thought of taking narcotics ap- 
parently have little fear of the 
psycholoxic 
drugs. 
"So 
many 


adults use . . . (them) legally," a 
Los Angeles police official told the 
Senate Juvenile Delinquency Sub- 
committee, 
"that 
the 
narcotic 


stigma is not associated with their 
use, and many juveniles consider 
the pills as socially acceptable." 


But the official added that drug- 


taking by the young presented 
serious physical and moral dan- 
gers. Drug-intoxicated juveniles 
arrested in his area had remained 
unconscious for days. Girls aa 
young as 11 had been inducted in- 
to prostitution while stupefied with 


drugs. Other juveniles, hopped up, 
had committed vicious crimes. 


Among the psychotoxic drugs, 


excessive dosing is most preva- 
lent with barbiturates. Because 
they are so commonly prescribed 
to induce sleep, their potentiality 
as intoxicants is not generally rec- 
ognized. Long and persistent use 
can cause addiction, resulting in 
mental and physical deterioration. 


A major amphetamine hazard 


is its use on the road: drivers who 
take "bennies" to keep awake may 
suffer visual impairment or sud- 
den 
blackout. Otherwise inex- 


plicable truck accidents have teen 
officially attributed to the effects 
of this drug on drivers. Certain 
juvenile crimes of violence havo 
been attributed in p;irt to the use 
of stimulants. Tranquilizers, at 
firsl considered harmless, are now 
under 
suspicion as habituating 


drugs. 


The 
newest 
group to 
cause 


alarm — the hallucinogens — has 
inspired a cult-like devotion a- 
mong users; who assert that such 
drugs enlarge one's intellectual 
and 
spiritual comprehension of 


life. Hallucinogens include mesca- 
line. whir-h is the active .substance 
of peyole, the sacral mushroom 
of the A/.lcc Indians, and they in- 
clude the much stronger synthetic 
drug LSD-ZS. which is now being 
used in experimental psychothe- 
rapy. 


A number of plants, known to 


primitive peoples for thousands of 
years. contain psychotoxic druRS. 
When students discovered a few 
years ano that eating certain 
morning glory seeds produced fan- 
tastic visions, they quickly bought 
out the supplies of seed stores in 
several large cities. Doctors warn 
that hallucinogens — including the 
flower seeds — are dangerous if 
taken without medical supervision. 
They may trigger serious mental 
illness. Doctors are particularly 
concerned over the trend toward 
multiple dosing with psychotoxic 
drugs: no one as yel can predict 
the ultimate effects of a mixed 
stimulant - sedative - tranquilizer- 
hallucinnfien habit.
